Cancer Is Still Unanswered

Q—Do you think cigarets cause cancer 
a1 the lungs?

A — I should lik e to make it clear first 
that I do not know . What seem s definite so 
far is that in recen t years there has been 
an increase in ca n cer of the lungs in m en; 
there has been an increase also in cigaret 
sm oking. F inally, th ere seem s to be a sig n - 
ilicant difference in the frequency of c a n ­ 
cer of the lungs in m en who are heavy c i­ 
garet sm okers and th ose w ho do not smoke 
at al! or are pipe of cigar sm okers. 
Some medical men ami statisticians who 
ha\e studied this subject 
are 
convinced 
that heavy cigaret smoking 
is 
a 
direct 
cause of cancer of the lungs, and 
others 
are “till 
uncertain. 
Since 
the 
question 
reads. “What do I think?” I should 
state 
that I belong in the latter group. There are 
certainly m any heavy cigaret smokers who 
do not get cancer of the lungs so it seems 
to me that there must some other factor 
involved even if heavy 
cigaret 
smoking 
over a long period of 
time 
might 
bring 
about cancer in some people. 
It also seems rather strange that cancer j 
of the lungs apparently has not increased j 
to anything like the same 
degree 
among 
women as among men even though many 
of the former have 
been 
heavy 
cigaret 
sm okers for 
many 
years.

For the slender th read by which a small 
group of French deputies can 
arbitrarily 
swing a m ajority from one side

other affords no defense or security to the 
United States or its ground troops station­ 
ed in France. The sam e 
French 
parlia­ 
m ent, when an em ergency arises, can sud­ 
denly declare its 
neutrality 
and 
leave 
American forces isolated and helpless on 
French territory. 
Soviet Russia, on the hand, with a full- 
fledged force of 
in filtrators 
at 
present 
operating effectively through the 
Soviet 
embassy 
in 
Paris, 
controls 
im portant 
newspapers and has the support of influen­ 
tial groups, w hich collaborate with them 
today just as some did w ith the Nazis b e­ 
fore the last w ar. T hese groups pull strings 
inside the French parliam ent. 
PERILOUS SITUATION 
The whole French situation is one that 
is perilous for the w estern alliance, espe­ 
cially since the F rench people, even with 
the 
aggressive 
leadership 
of 
Mendes- 
France. are apparently unable to counter­ 
act the Soviet propaganda and the infil­ 
tration process w'hich goes on in 
secret. 
Exposures of the C om m unist influence are 
rare indeed and then only w’hen a flagrant 
case of espionage happens. 
Some idea of the dangerous 
situation 
that exists in P aris can be derived from 
the fact that IOO deputies in the 
French 
parliam ent are m em bers of the Communist 
party and regularly contribute about $5,000 
a year from their salaries, or about $500,- 
000 annually for the support of Communist 
party propaganda and activities. The lead­ 
ers of this party go periodically to Moscow 
for conferences, and this is reported in the 
press as a com m onplace occurrence. 
While the 
C om m unists 
are 
excluded 
from the cabinet, they m anage somehow 
to get hold of secret documents. 
It 
has 
been revealed in th e press that during tho 
Indo-China w ar th e Com m unist agents in 
France instantly obtained the 
details 
of 
French military' 
plans 
through 
cabinet 
sources and relayed them to Moscow and 
then to the C om m unist forces 
in 
In d o ­ 
china. 
CAN U. S. BE SURE? 
How' can the U nited States be sure of 
France as an ally w hen there are such go­ 
ings on? This question has been frequent­ 
ly asked by m ilitary m en here 
as 
they 
argue for a different concept of 
defense 
than is usually heard. Thus, for example, 
im portant air bases are being constructed 
for the U. S, air force in French territories 
in Africa. But a change in control of the 
French cabinet can overnight mean a de­ 
cision not to let any m ilitary operations be 
prosecuted from such bases. 
These are some of th e reasons why m ili­ 
tary strategists here feel that since the best 
defense for the U nited States is in part at 
least an effective offense, then intercon­ 
tinental bombers w hich can be refueled in 
the air and can cross 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific from bases in C anada or this coun­ 
try are essential along w'ith a large fleet 
of aircraft earn ers w hich can roam 
the 
seas. 
The floating bases, of course, 
are 
not 
within the control of any foreign 
p a rlia ­ 
ment. This m eans th a t a sizable num ber of 
fighter planes and bom bers can take 
off 
from the flat tops, and it w'ould require a 
fleet of sim ilar size or quite a lot of land- 
based planes tor Soviet Russia to 
attack 
such carriers, especially since the 
latter 
can move around constantly at a speed of 
30 to 40 miles an hour. 
OCEANS IMPORTANT 
In any future w ar the oceans will be as 
im portant as the land mass. The accessibi­ 
lity of the Russian heartland 
from 
the 
approacher to the Baltic and the 
Arctic 
and also from the M editerranean, Persian 
Gulf, Indian ocean and the Pacific is well 
known to the bom ber pilots of today. Also . 
since naval planes are equipped to carry { 
atomic weapons, a large num ber of sorties 
could be flow'n per hour to key 
cities 
in 
Russian territory w ithout dependence 
on 
any land bases overseas. 
This does not m ean that American m ili­ 
tary men believe in giving 
up 
overseas 
airfields altogether. On the contrary, they 
see the need for m ore alternative bases in 
the event that parliam entary 
politics 
in 
any country should dcprice the 
w estern 
alliance of the use of a particular set. Thus 
reliance on bases in Spain. Italy, Turkey 
and the M editerranean area is still strong. 
But the unsolved problem is Hie possible 
effect on land operations if some 
of 
the 
parliam ents in E urope suddenly decide to 
go “neutral.” It w ould m ake quite a vex­ 
ing problem for the land generals 
who 
cannot redeploy th eir forces overnight. 
Even with the F rench parliam ent final­ 
ly going through w ith its pledge of last 
sum m er to ratify the pending treaties 
to 
real rn Germany, enough lessons have been 
learned from last w eek's 
experience 
to 
cause a reshuffling of the cards for future 
strategy. Congress w ill ask a num ber of 
pertinent questions about all 
this 
w hen 
the defense budget comes up for consider­ 
ation at the next session.

tiation Act of 1951—which perm its 
your 
Uncle Samuel to recapture excessive pro­ 
fits on governm ent purchases—expires at 
midnight, Dec. 31. So far, nobody has m ov­ 
ed a finger to have the act extended. If not 
renewed, the governm ent stands to 
lose 
between $30 m illion and $40 million a year 
—right down the drain. 
As a m atter of fact the only agitation in 
this field now is pressure to let the rene­ 
gotiation act die and stay dead— perm an­ 
ently. The Board of Directors 
of 
U. 
S 
Cham ber of Com m erce passed a resolution 
last month, opposing any request for furth­ 
er extension. 
The C ham ber's principal argum ents ar* 
that the act is a ‘‘costly nuisance” to busi­ 
ness in keeping records 
on 
governm ent 
contracts. 
It is argued that if there were no rene­ 
gotiation act. governm ent procurem ent of­ 
ficers would w rite sharper contracts and 
save the governm ent money in this way.

THE OTHER SIDE OF THIS argument 
is that the costs on many new’ 
products 
w’hich the governm ent buys like airplane* 
and new weapons— are 
unknown. 
Con­ 
tracts for their procurem ent have to 
be 
draw n on m any assum ptions of estim ated 
production costs. Often cheaper production 
methods are discovered. It no provision is 
made for the governm ent to benefit from 
these low’ered costs, 
trem endous 
profits 
would accrue to the governm ent suppliers, 
and taxpayers would have to foot the bill. 
During W orld W ar II 
the 
governm ent 
recovered a gross of ll billion and a net of 
$3 billion after taxes, by reopening 
con­ 
tracts and recapturing excessive profits. 
The original renegotiation act w'as pass­

THE ORIGINAL WARTIME renegotia­ 
tion act was partially renewed in 1948 for 
peacetime operations. But after the Korean 
war broke out. Congress passed a new Re­ 
negotiation Act of 1951, w'ith a three-year 
life. 
Instead of allowing 
each 
procurem ent 
office to handle its own renegotiations, the 
mw’ act provided for a centralized 
five- 
man board to handle renegotiation on all 
governm ent purchases. One m em ber 
wa* 
to be nom inated by the Army, Navy, 
Arr 
Force and General Services 
A dm inistra­ 
tion. The President was to name the fifth 
m em ber and designate1 the chairm an. 
For the past year the office of the chair­ 
man has been vacant. Charles E. Mills, re ­ 
tired Boston banker, has been acting chair­ 
man. There are five regional 
boards 
in 
Boston, New York, Detroit, Chicago and 
Los Angeles. They handle most of the ac­ 
tual renegotiations. 
Only appeals cases, the granting of e x ­ 
emptions, preparation of regulations and 
general supervision are handled by W ash­ 
ington Appeals from W ashington decisions 
may be taken to U. S. tax court, but few' 
cases have gone this’ lull route.

WASHINGTON (Ak— New Year’s 
Day brings a new look to the na­ 
tion’s vast program of retirement 
benefits for the aged and of death 
benefits to widows and surviving 
children of wage earners. 
Sooner or later, this new lo o k - 
embodied in amendments to the 
social security law taking effect 
Jan. I—will affect the pocketbooks 
of more than 9 out of IO Ameri­ 
cans. It virtually fulfills the long-j 
time dream of social security plan­ 
ners—retirement income for every­ 
body. 
Advantages For Disabled 
The new law brings up to IO12 
million persons under the Old Age 
and Survivors 
Insurance system 
for the first time — farm oper­ 
ators. 
farm 
laborers, 
domestic 
workers and self-employed archi­ 
tects, engineers, accountants anc! 
funeral directors on a compulsory 
basis; state and local government 
employes and clergymen on 
an 
optional basis. After 18 months' 
coverage, many of these will be 
eligible for benefits for the first 
time. 
The new law also increases bene­ 
fits for everyone ih the system 
• some increases took effect in Oc­ 
tober*, increases taxes for some. 
and provides new advantages for 
millions of disabled workers and I 
for other millions who want to con­ 
tinue some work and still draw 
retirement benefits. 
About 3.600,000 farm operators— 
people farming for themselves— 
are covered for the first time. To 
qualify, they must make as much 
as $400 profit a year.
